' The hounds were running in fla'agh- 
ton Wood.

Rev. Frost Craft delivered the first of 


tbe series of lectures on missionary exten- 
sion work. 


Rev. Craft spoke Srst of the great need 


of mission and missionaries and of our 
obligations to assist In [carrying spiritual 
truth and education to the unlearned of 
other lands as we were assisted through 
the efforts of others to gain our first 
knowledge of spiritual truth and civiliza- 
tion. He spoke of the vastnese of the for- 
eign fluid, of China with her large teem- 
ing population, with her ignorance, in- 
perstitlon and antiquated 
civilization. 


Of Japan, ambitious and warlike and the 
opportunities for good to be done to the 
eager minds of her awakening civiliza- 
tion. Of India, tbe most Hopeful foreign 
field of ill!, with Its millions of people, In- 
teresting, poetic and with quick religious 
susceptibilities, with thousands asking 
for religious teaching thnt the mission- 
pri»s cannot care for. Of Aftloa, with it« 
millions of poor, naked, wretched, igno- 
rant nreatureq, and 
of hor immense re- 


sources of wealth and civilization waiting 
to bo cultivated. 


Iheso millions ore cruelly oppressed 


and debased by countless tyrannies and 
superstitions and customs growing out of 
their Ignorance anil false system of gov- 
ernment and religion. These nations too 
are helpleas^ln their wretchedness. Even 
the best of these false systems of religion 
have no dements of reform in them. Ik 
Is not enough that these nations Oume In 
contiat through commerce and travel 
with the ttestern clvlll7ation. 
This will 


undoubtedly quicken and develop tbe life 
of these people, but it will not save them. 
Wo owe them the knowledge of the gos- 
pel; we have already tnaght them some of 
the degrading elements of our civiliza- 
tion 
Ihey 
have learned many vice* 


without knowing of tho virtues of civili- 
zation and it is more than ever our duty 
ro teach to them these virtues 
The great 


neod that^this lofty world wide work may 
be carried successfully forward is money. 
We often hear the excuse that there is 
work at home. This is truo but both tbe 
work at homeland abroad could be done. 
There should be a systematic giving, a 
tithe, lljeveryone would give the tenth 
of their income to the support of the 
church tho treasury would never be emp- 
ty. The home work could be carried on 
and much more done in the foreign Held 
without tbe church feeling the lack of 
funds for the work in the ohurob and 
church societies at home and for the ex- 
penses of carrying on the work in the for- 
eign field.

be some definite object In giving. The 
work In i-ome far off land seems more 
real, mo»e peiaonal If we are helping to 
educate a child In oiia of our mission 
schools or supporting a teacher.

in India for one year. One hundred dol- 
lars will educate ten boys or girls for • 
year. To give systematically and for a 
definite purpose is the plan that should b* 
adopted and carried out in the missionary 
work.

STATEMENT BY MR. COXKLIN.

so. I think I am too well known In the 
community far anyone to believe that 
statement.
